False  Personation,  etc.,  in  Procuring  Naturalization. 

Sec.  5424.  Every  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  citizen  or  ap- 
pearing as  a  witness  for  any  such  person,  who  knowingly  personates 
any  other  person  than  himself,  or  falsely  appears  in  the  name  of  a 
deceased  person,  or  in  an  assumed  or  fictitious  name,  or  falsely  makes, 
forges,  or  counterfeits  any  oath,  notice,  affidavit,  certificate,  order, 
record,  signature,  or  other  instrument,  paper,  or  proceeding  required 
or  authorized  by  any  law  relating  to  or  providing  for  the  naturalization 
of  aliens  ;  or  who  utters,  sells,  disposes  of,  or  uses  as  true  or  genuine, 
or  for  any  unlawful  purpose,  any  false,  forged,  ante-dated  or  counterfeit 
oath,  notice,  certificate,  order,  record,  signature,  instrument,  paper,  or 
proceeding  above  specified,  or  sells  or  disposes  of  to  any  person  other 
than  the  person  for  whom  it  was  originally  issued,  any  certificate  of 
citizenship,  or  certificate  showing  any  person  to  be  admitted  a  citizen, 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor,  not  less  than  one 
year,  nor  more  than  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three  hun- 
dred nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. • 


Using  False  Certificate  of  Citizenship,  etc. 

Sec.  5425.  Every  person  who  uses,  or  attempts  to  use,  or  aids,  or 
assistts,  or  participates  in  the  use  of  any  certificate  of  citizenship,  know- 
ing the  same  to  be  forged,  or  counterfeit,  or  ante-dated,  or  knowing  the 
same  to  have  been  procured  by  fraud,  or  otherwise  unlawfully  obtained, 
or  who,  without  lawful  excuse,  knowingly  is  possessed  of  any  false, 
forged,  ante-dated,  or  counterfeit  certificate  of  citizenship,  purporting 
to  have  been  issued  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  of  the  United 
States  relating  to  naturalization,  knowing  such  certificate  to  be  false, 
forged,  ante-dated,  or  counterfeit,  with  intent  unlawfully  to  use  the 
same,  or  obtains,  accepts,  or  receives  any  certificate  of  citizenship 
known  to  such  person  to  have  been  procured  by  fraud  or  by  the  use  of 
any  false  name,  or  by  means  of  any  false  statement  made  with  intent 
to  procure,  or  to  aid  in  procuring,  the  issue  of  such  certificate,  or 
known  to  such  person  to  be  fraudulently  altered  or  ante-dated  ;  and 
every  person  who  has  been  or  may  be  admitted  to  be  a  citizen  who,  on 
oath  or  by  affidavit,  knowingly  denies  that  he  has  been  so  admitted,] 
with  intent  to  evade  or  avoid  any  duty  or  liability  imposed  or  requirec 
by  law,  shall  be  imprisoned  at  hard  labor,  not  less  than  one  year  noi 
more  than  five  years,  or  be  fined  not  less  than  three  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both  such  punishments  may  be 
imposed. 

Using  False  Certificate,  etc.,  as  Evidence  of  Right  to  Vote. 

Sec.  5426.     Every  person  who  in  any  manner  uses  for  the  purpose 
of  registering  as  a  voter,  or  as  evidence  of  a  right  to  vote,  or  otherwise 
unlawfully,  any  order,  certificate  of  citizenship,  or  certificate,  judgment] 
or  exemplification,  showing  any  person  to  be  admitted  to  be  a  citizen! 
whether  heretofore   or   hereafter  issued   or  made,  knowing  that  suci 
order   or  certificate,  judgment  or  exemplification  has  been  unlawfully 
issued  or  made  ;  and  every  person  who  unlawfully  uses  or  attempts  te 
use,  any  such  order  or  certificate,  issued  to  or  in  the  name  of  any  other 
person,  or  in  a  fictitious  name,  or  the  name  of  a  deceased  person,  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  not  less  than  one  year  noi 
more  than  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three   hundred  not 
more   than   one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison-i 
ment. 
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Aiding  or  Abetting  Violation  of  Preceding  Sections. 

Sec.  5427.  Every  person  who  knowingly  and  intentionally  aids  or 
abets  any  person  in  the  commission  of  any  felony  denounced  in  the 
three  preceding  sections,  or  attempts  to  do  any  act  therein  made  felony, 
or  counsels,  advises,  or  procures,  or  attempts  to  procure  the  commis- 
sion thereof,  shall  be  punished  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  ex- 
tent as  the  principal  party. 

Falsely   Claiming   Citizenship. 

Sec.  5428.  Every  person  who  knowingly  uses  any  certificate  of 
naturalization  heretofore  granted  by  any  Court,  or  hereafter  granted, 
which  has  been  or  may  be  procured  through  fraud  or  by  false  evidence, 
or  has  been  or  may  be  issued  by  the  Clerk  or  any  other  officer  of  the 
Court,  without  any  appearance  and  hearing  of  the  applicant  in  Court, 
and  without  lawful  authority;  and  every  person  who  falsely  represents 
himself  to  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  without  having  been  duly 
admitted  to  citizenship,  for  any  fraudulent  purpose  whatever,  shall  be 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  im- 
prisoned not  more  than  two  ye^rs  or  both. 

Crimes    Against  the   Electoral    Franchise  and  Civil    Rights  of 

Citizens.  ♦ 

Preventi7tg,  Etc.,  Citizens  from  Voting. 

Sec.  5506.  Every  person  who,  by  any  unlawful  means,  hinders, 
delays,  prevents,  or  obstructs,  or  combines  and  confederates  with  others 
to  hinder,  delay,  prevent,  or  obstruct  any  citizen  from  doing  any  act 
required  to  be  done  to  qualify  him  to  vote,  or  from  voting  at  any  elec- 
tion in  any  State,  Territory,  district,  county,  city,  parish,  township, 
school  district,  municipality,  or  other  territorial  subdivision,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  less  than 
one  monrii  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  be  punished  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.     (See  Sees.  2004-2010). 

Intimidating   Voters  by  Bribery  or   Threats. 

Sec.  5507.  Every  person  who  prevents,  hinders,  controls,  or  in- 
timidates another  from  exercising,  or  in  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage 
to  whom  that  right  is  guaranteed  by  the  Fifteenth  Amendment  to  the 
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Constitution  of  the  United  States,  by  means  of  bribery  or  threats  of 
depriving  such  person  of  employment  or  occupation,  or  of  ejecting 
such  person  from  a  rented  house,  lands,  or  other  property,  or  by 
threats  of  refusing  to  renew  leases  or  contracts  for  labor,  or  by  threats 
of  violence  to  himself  or  family,  shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  section. 

Fra2idulent  Voting,  Etc.,  at  Elections  fo?'  Representative  to   Congress. 

Sec.  551 1.  If,  at  any  election  for  Representative  or  Delegate  in 
Congress,  any  person  knowingly  personates  and  votes,  or  attempts  to 
vote,  in  the  name  of  any  other  person,  whether  living,  dead,  or  ficti- 
tious ;  or  votes  more  than  once  at  the  same  election  for  any  candidate 
for  the  same  office;  or  votes  at  a  place  where  he  may  not  be  lawfully 
entitled  to  vote;  or  votes  without  having  a  lawful  right  to  vote;  or 
does  any  unlawful  act  to  secure  an  opportunity  to  vote  for  himself,  or 
any  other  person;  or  by  force,  threat,  intimidation,  bribery,  reward,  or 
offer  thereof,  unlawfully  prevents  any  qualified  voter  of  any  State,  or  of 
any  Territory,  from  freely  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage,  or  by  any 
such  means  induces  any  voter  to  refuse  to  exercise  such  right,  or  com- 
pels, or  induces,  by  any  such  means,  any  officer  of  an  election  in  any 
such  State  or  Territory  to  receive  a  vote  from  a  person  not  legally 
qualified  or  entitled  to  vote ;  or  interferes  in  any  manner  with  any  offi- 
cer of  such  election  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties;  or  by  any  such 
means,  or  other  unlawful  means,  induces  any  offi-cer  of  an  election  or 
officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  ascertain,  announce,  or  declare  the  result  of 
any  such  election,  or  give  or  make  any  certificate,  document,  or  evi- 
dence in  relation  tlfereto,  to  violate  or  retuse  to  comply  with  his  duty  or 
any  law  regulating  the  same  ;  or  knowingly  receives  the  vote  of  any 
person  not  entitled  to  vote,  or  refuses  to  receive  the  vote  of  any  person 
entitled  to  vote,  or  aids,  counsels,  procures,  or  advises  any  such  voter, 
person,  or  officer  to  do  any  act  hereby  made  a  crime,  or  omit^o  do  any 
duty  the  omission  of  which  is  hereby  made  a  crime,  or  attempt  to  do  so, 
he  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  not  more  than  three  years,  or  by  both,  and  shall  pay 
the  costs  of  the  prosecution. 
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Fraudulent  Registration,  Etc. 

Sec.  5512.  If  at  any  registration  of  voters  for  an  election  for 
Representative  or  Delegate  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  any 
person  knowingly  personates  and  registers,  or  attempts  to  register,  in 
the  name  of  any  other  person,  whether  living,  dead,  or  fictitious,  or 
fraudulently  registers,  or  fraudulently  attempts  to  register,  not  having 
a  lawful  right  so  to  do  ;  or  does  any  unlawful  act  to  secure  registration 
for  himself  or  any  other  person ;  or  by  force,  threat,  menace,  intimida- 
tion, bribery,  reward,  or  offer,  or  promise  thereof,  or  other  unlawful 
means,  prevents  or  hinders  any  person  having  a  lawful  right  to  register 
from  duly  exercising  such  right,  or  other  unlawful  means,  any  officer  of 
registration  to  admit  to  registration  any  person  not  legally  entitled 
thereto,  or  interferes  in  any  manner  with  any  officer  of  registration  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  or  by  any  such  means,  or  other  unlawful 
means,  induces  any  officer  of  registration  to  violate  or  refuse  to  comply 
with  his  duty,  or  any  law  regulating  the  same  ;  or  if  any  such  officer 
knowingly  and  willfully  registers  as  a  voter  any  person  not  entitled  to 
be  registered,  or  refuses  to  so  register  any  person  entitled  to  be  reg- 
istered ;  or  if  any  such  officer  or  other  person  who  has  any  duty  to  per- 
form in  relation  to  such  regi«ration  or  election,  in  ascertaining,  an- 
nouncing, or  declaring  the  result  thereof,  or  in  giving  or  making  any 
certificate,  document,  or  evidence  in  relation  thereto,  knowingly  neglects 
or  refuses  to  perform  any  duty  required  by  law,  or  violates  any  duty 
imposed  by  law,  or  does  any  act  unauthorized  by  law  relating  to  or 
affecting  such  registration  or  election,  or  the  result  thereof,  or  any  cer- 
tificate, document,  or  evidence  in  relation  thereto  ;  or  if  any  person  aids, 
counsels,  procures,  or  advises  any  such  voter,  person  or  officer  to  do 
any  act  hereby  made  a  crime,  or  to  omit  any  act  tl've  omission  of  which 
is  hereby  made  a  crime,  every  such  person  shall  be  punishable  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  preceding  section. 

What  Deemed  a  Rcgistraiion    Voider  Last  Section. 

Sec.  5513.  Every  registration  made  under  the  laws  of  any  State 
or  Territory,  for  any  State  or  other  election  at  which  such  Representa- 
tive or  Delegate  in  Congress  may  be  chosen,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
registration  within  the  meaning  of  the  preceding  section,  notwithstand- 
ing sucli  registration  is  also  made  for  the  purpose  of  any  State,  Terri- 
torial or  municipal  election.  •  # 
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Voting  or   Offering  to  Vote  in  Certain  Cases,  Prima  Facie  Evidence, 

Etc. 

Sec.  5514.  Whenever  the  laws  of  any  State  or  Territory  require 
that  the  name  of  a  candidate  or  person  to  be  voted  for  as  Representa- 
tive or  Delegate  in  Congress  shall  be  printed,  written,  or  contained  on 
any  ticket  or  ballot  with  the  names  of  other  candidates  or  persons  to 
be  voted  for  at  the  same  election  as  State,  Territorial,  municipal  or 
local  officers,  it  shall  be  deemed  ^M^fiv^wX.  prima  facie  evidence  to  con- 
vict any  person  charged  with  voting,  or  offering  to  vote,  unlawfully, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  to  prove  that  the  person  so  charged 
cast  or  offered  to  cast  such  a  ticket  or  ballot  whereon  the  name  of  such 
Representative  or  Delegate  might  by  law  be  printed,  written,  or  con- 
tained, or  that  the  person  so  charged  committed  any  of  the  ofi^nses 
denounced  in  this  chapter  with  reference  to  such  ticket  or  ballot. 

Violation  of  Duty  by   Officers  of  Election. 

Sec.   5515.     Every  officer  of  an  election  at  which  any  Represen- 
tative  or  Delegate  in   Congress  is  voted   for,  whether  such  officer   of 
election  be  appointed  or  created  by  or  under  any  law  or  authority  of 
the   United  States,  or  by  or  under  any  State,  Territorial,  district,  or 
municipal  law  or  authority,  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  any  duty 
in  regard  to  such  election   required  of  him  by  any  law  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  State  or  Territory  thereof ;  or  who  violates  any  duty 
so  imposed  ;    or  who  knowingly  does  any  acts   thereby  unauthorized, 
with  intent  to  affect  any  such  election,  or  the  result  thereof;  or  who 
fraudulently  makes  any  false  certificate  of  the  result  of  such  election  in 
regard  to  such   Representative  or  Delegate  ;    or  who  withholds,  con- 
ceals, or  destroys  any  certificate  of  record  so  required  by  law  respecting 
the  election  of  any  such  Representative  or  Delegate  ;  or  who  neglects 
or  refuses  to  make  and  return  such  certificate  as  required  by  law  ;   or 
who  aids,  counsels,  procures,  or  advises  any  voter,  person,  or  (ifficer  to 
do  any  act  by  this  or  any  of  the  preceding  sections  made  a   crime,  or 
to  omit  to  do  any  duty  the  omission  of  which  is  by  this  or  any  of  such 
sections  made  a  crime,  or  attempts  to  do  so,  shall  be  punished  as  pre- 
scribed in  Section  fifty-five  hundred  and*  eleven.

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Conspiracy  to  Prevent  the  Support  of  any   Candidate,   Etc. 

Sec.  5520.  If  two  or  more  persons  in  any  State  or  Territory  con- 
spire to  prevent  by  force,  intimidation,  or  threat  any  citizen  who  is 
lawfully  entitled  to  vote  from  giving  his  support  or  advocacy,  in  a  legal 
manner,  toward  or  in  favor  of  the  election  of  any  lawfully  qualified 
person  as  an  Elector  for  President  or  Vice-President,  or  as  a  member 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  or  to  injure  any  citizen  in  person 
or  property  on  account  of  such  support  or  advocacy,  each  of  such  per- 
sons shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 
labor,  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  six  years,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Interfering  with  Supervisors  of  Electioiis^  Marshals,  or  Deputies. 

Sec.  5522.  Every  person,  whether  with  or  without  any  authority, 
power,  or  process,  or  pretended  authority,  power,  or  process,  of  any 
State,  Territory,  or  municipality,  who  obstructs,  hinders,  assaults,  or  by 
bribery,  solicitation  or  otherwise,  interferes  with  or  prevents  the  Super- 
visors of  Election,  or  either  of  J;hem,  or  the  Marshal  or  his  general  or 
special  deputies,  or  either  of  them,  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  re- 
quired of  them,  or  either  of  them,  or  which  he  or  they,  or  either  of 
them,  may  be  authorized  to  perform  by  any  law  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  execution  of  process  or  otherwise,  or  who  by  any  of  the  means 
before  mentioned,  hinders  or  prevents  the  free  attendance  and  presence 
at  such  places  of  registration  or  at  such  polls  of  election,  or  full  and  free 
access  and  egress  to  and  from  any  such  place  of  registration  or  poll  of 
election,  or  in  going  to  and  from  any  such  place  of  registration  or  poll 
of  election,  or  to  and  from  any  room  where  any  such  registration  or 
election  or  canvass  of  votes,  or  of  making  any  returns  or  certificates 
thereof,  may  be  had,  or  who  molests,  interferes  with,  removes,  or  ejects 
from  any  such  place  of  registration  or  poll  of  election,  or  of  canvassing 
votes  ca?t  thereat,  or  of  making  returns  or  certificates  thereof,  any  Su- 
pervisor of  Election,  the  Marshal  or  his  general  or  special  deputies,  or 
either  of  them,  or  who  threatens  or  attempts,  or  offers  to  do  so,  or  re- 
fuses or  neglects  to  aid  and  assist  any  Supervisor  of  Election,  or  the 
Marshal  or  his  general  or  special  deputies,  or  either  of  them,  in  the 
performance  of  his  or  their  duties,  when  required  by  him  or  them,  or 
either  of  them,  to  give  such  aid  and  assistance,  shall  be  liable  to  instant 
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arrest  without  process,  and  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more 
than  two  years,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  shall  pay  the  costs  of  the 
prosecution. 

Obstructing  Verification  of  Registration  Lists,  etc. 

Sec.  5523.  Every  person  who,  during  the  progress  of  any  verifica- 
tion of  any  list  of  the  persons  who  may  have  registered  or  voted,  which 
is  had  or  made  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  Title,  "The  Elective 
Franchise,"  refuses  to  answer  or  refrains  from  answering,  or,  answering, 
knowingly  gives  false  information  in  respect  to  any  inquiry  lawfully 
made,  shall  be  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty 
days,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both, 
and  shall  pay  the  costs  of  the  prosecution.      (See  Sees.  2016-2026.) 

Intimidation  of  Voters  by  Officers,  etc.,  of  Army  and  Navy. 

Sec.  5529.  Every  officer  or  other  person  in  the  military  or  navy 
service,  who,  by  force,  threat,  intimidation,  order,  advice,  or  otherwise, 
prevents,  or  attempts  to  prevent,  any  qualified  voter  of  any  State  from 
freely  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage  at^ny  general  or  special  election, 
in  such  State,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  and 
imprisoned  at  hard  labor  not  more  than  five  years.     (See  Sec.  2003.) 

Officers  of  Arm,y  or  Navy  Prescribing  QiLalifi cations  of  Voters. 

Sec.  5530.  Every  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy  who  prescribes  or 
fixes,  or  attempts  to  prescribe  or  fix,  whether  by  proclamation,  order, 
or  otherwise,  the  qualification  of  voters  at  any  election  in  any  State, 
shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section.  (See  Sec. 
2003.) 

Officers,  etc.,  of  Army  or  Navy  Interfering  zvitJi  Officers  of  Election,  etc. 

Sec.  5531.  Every  officer  or  other  person  in  the  military  or  naval 
service  who,  by  force,  threat,  intimidation,  order,  or  otherwise,  t:ompels, 
or  attempts  to  compel,  any  officer  holding  an  election  in  any  State  to 
receive  a  vote  from  a  person  not  legally  qualified  to  vote,  or  who  im- 
poses, or  attempts  to  impose,  any  regulations  for  conducting  any  gen- 
eral or  special  election  in  a  State  different  from  those  prescribed  by  law, 
or  who  interferes  in  any  manner  with  any  officer  of  an  election  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty,  shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  Section  fifty-five 
hundred  and  twenty-nine. 


EXTRACTS    FROM    CONSTITUTION  OF   STATE  OF  CALI- 
FORNIA—GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Article  II. 

Who  Are  or  May  Be  Electors. 

Sec.  I .  Every  native  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  every  male 
person  who  shall  have  acquired  the  rights  of  citizenship  under  or  by 
virtue  of  the  treaty  of  Oueretaro,  and  every  male  naturalized  citizen 
thereof,  who  shall  have  become  such  ninety  days  prior  to  any  election, 
of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the 
State  one  year  next  preceding  the  election,  and  of  the  county  in  which 
he  claims  his  vote  ninety  days,  and  in  the  election  precinct  thirty  days, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all  elections  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  authorized  by  law  ;  provided,  no  native  of  China,  no  idiot,  insane 
person,  or  person  convicted  of  any  infamous  crime,  and  no  person  here- 
after convicted  of  the  embezzlement  or  misappropriation  of  public 
money,  shall  ever  exercise  the  privileges  of  an  elector  in  this  State. 

Privilep-es  of  Electors. 

Sec.  2.  Electors  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  on  the  days  of  election,  during 
their  attendance  at  such  election,  going  to  and  returning  therefrom. 

Militia  Duty. 

Sec.  3.  No  elector  shall  be  obliged  to  perform  militia  duty  on  the 
day  of  election,  except  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger. 

Residence. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  voting,  no  person  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  gained  or  lost  a  residence  by  reason  ci  his  presence  or  absence 
while  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  nor  while  engaged 
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in  the  navigation  of  the  waters  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  the  high  seas.;  nor  while  a  student  at  any  seminary  of  learning  ;  nor 
while  kept  at  any  alms-house  or  other  asylum,  at  public  expense  ;  nor 
while  confined  in  any  public  prison. 

Sec.  5.     All  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Article  IV. 

Members  of  Assembly —  When  to  be  elected. 

Sec.  3.  Members  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  elected  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  now_ 
provided  by  law.  The  second  election  of  members  of  the  Assembly, 
after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  on  the  first  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 
Thereafter,  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  chosen  biennially,  and 
their  terms  of  office  shall  be  two  years  ;  and  each  election  shall  be  on 
the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Legislature. 

State  Senators —  Whe7i  Chosen. 

Sec.  4.  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years,  at  the 
same  time  and  places  as  members  of  the  Assembly,  and  no  person  shall 
be  a  m.ember  of  the  Senate  or  Assembly  who  has  not  been  a  citizen 
and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three  years,  and  of  the  district  for  which  he 
shall  be  chosen  one  year,  next  before  his  election. 

Article  XX. 

Dueling. 

Sec.  2.  Any  citizen  of  this  State  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution,  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons,  or  send  or  accept  a 
challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons,  either  within  this  State 
or  out  of  it,  or  who  shall  act  as  second,  or  knowingly  aid  or  assist  in 
any  manner  those  thus  oftending,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  hold  any  office 
of  profit,  or  to  enjoy  the  right  of  suffrage  under  this  Constitution. 

Officers  to  be  Elected  or  Appointed. 

Sec.  4.  All  officers  or  Commissioners  whose  election  or  appoint- 
ment is  not  provided  for  by  this  Constitution,  and  all  officers  or  Com- 
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missioners  whose  offices  or  duties  may  hereafter  be  created  by  law,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  people,  or  appointed,  as  the  Legislature  may  direct. 

1  DisqualiJicatio7is. 

Sec.  io.  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office 
of  profit  in  this  State  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  having  given  or 
offered  a  bribe  to  procure  his  election  or  appointment. 

Sec.  1 1 .  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office,  serving  on 
juries,  and  from  the  right  of  suffrage,  persons  convicted  of  bribery,  per- 
jury, forgery,  malfeasance  in  office,  or  other  high  crimes.  The  privi- 
lege of  free  suffrage  shall  be  supported  by  laws  regulating  elections  and 
prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence  thereon  from 
power,  bribery,  tumult,  or  other  improper  practice. 

Absence  of  Residents. 

Sec.  12.  Absence  from  this  State,  on  business  of  the  State  or  of 
the  United  States,  shall  not  affect  the  question  of  residence  of  any 
person. 

Plurality  Shall  Constitzite  Choice. 

Sec.  1 3.  A  plurality  of  the  votes  given  at  any  election  shall  consti- 
tute a  choice,  where  not  otherwise  directed  in  this  Constitution. 

Term  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1 6.  When  the  term  of  any  officer  or  Commissioner  is  not  pro- 
vided for  in  this  Constitution,  the  term  of  such  officer  or  Commissioner 
may  be  declared  by  law,  and,  if  not  so  declared,  such  officer  or  Com- 
missioner shall  hold  his  position  as  such  officer  or  Commissioner  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  authority  making  the  appointment,  but  in  no  case 
shall  such  term  exceed  four  years. 

Elections —  When  to  be  Held. 

Sec.  20.  Elections  of  the  officers  provided  for  by  this  Constitution, 
except  at  the  election  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- nine, 
shall  be  held  on  the  even  numbered  years  next  before  the  expiration  o{ 
their  respective  terms.  The  terms  of  such  officers  shall  commence  on 
the  first  Monday  after  the  first  day  of  January  next  following  their  election.

That  portion  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
bounded  and  described  as  follows,  to-wit  :  Commencing  at  a  point 
where  the  southerly  line  of  the  United  States  Military  Reservation, 
known  as  the  "Presidio  Reservation,"  intersects  with  the  waters  of  the 
Pacific  Ocean  ;  thence  meandering  along  the  waters  of  said  ocean  and 
the  waters  of  the  bay  of  San  Francisco  northerly,  easterly  and  south- 
erly, to  the  point  where  Washington  street  intersects  with  said  bay  ; 
thence  westerly  along  said  Washington  street  to  its  intersection  with 
First  avenue  ;  thence  northerly  along  said  avenue  to  its  intersection 
with  the  southerly  boundary  line  of  the  said  "Presidio  Reservation;" 
thence  westerly  and  along  the  southerly  boundary  line  of  said  "Pre- 
sidio Reservation"  to  its  intersection  with  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the 
point  of  beginning,  shall  be  the  Ninth  Senatorial  District,  and  shall 
elect  two  Senators  and  four  members  of  the  Assembly. 

Tenth  Senatorial  aftd  Assembly  District. 

Sec.  10.  That  portion  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
bounded  and  described  as  follows,  to-wit :  Commencing  at  a  point 
where    the    southerly  boundary   line   of  the    "Presidio    Reservation"

intersects  with  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  ;  thence  easterly  and 
along  the  southerly  boundary  line  of  said  "Presido  Reservation"  to 
the  point  where  First  avenue,  intersects  with  said  boundary  line  ;  thence 
southerly  along  said  First  avenue  to  the  point  where  Washington  street 
intersects  with  said  F"irst  avenue  ;  thence  easterly  along  said  Washing- 
ton street  to  its  intersection  with  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  San  Fran- 
cisco ;  thence  southerly  along  the  line  of  said  bay  to  the  point  of  inter- 
section of  Market  street  with  said  bay ;  thence  westerly  along  said

That  portion  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
bounded  and  described  as  follows,  to-wit :  Commencing  at  a  point  on 
the  line  of  Market  street  where  Fourth  street  intersects  with  said 
Market  street ;  thence  easterly  and  along  said  Market  street  to  the 
waters  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  ;  thence  southerly  and  southwest- 
erly along  the  line  of  the  waters  of  said  bay  to  a  point  where  Fourth 
street  intersects  with  said  bay ;  thence  northerly  along  the  line  of  said 
Fourth  street  to  the  point  of  beginning,  shall  be  the  Eleventh  Sena- 
torial District,  and  shall  elect  two  Senators  and  four  members  of  the 
Assembly. 

Twelfth  Senatorial  and  Assembly  District. 

Sec.  12.  That  portion  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
bounded  and  described  as  follows,  to-wit  :  Commencing  at  the  inter- 
section of  Larkin  and  Geary  streets,  and  running  thence  easterly  along 
said  Geary  street  to  its  intersection  with  Market  street  ;  thence  south- 
westerly along  the  line  of  said  Market  street  to  the  point  of  intersec- 
tion of  Fourth  street  with  said  Market  street ;  thence  southerly  along 
said  Fourth  street  to  the  point  of  its  intersection  with  Channel  street ; 
thence  southwesterly  along  said  Channel  street  to  the  point  of  its  inter- 
section  with  Eighth  street ;   thence   northerly  along  said  Eighth   street 
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to  the  point  of  its  intersection  with  Market  street ;  thence  southwesterly 
along  said  Market  street  to  the  point  of  the  intersection  of  Larkin 
street  with  said  Market  street ;  thence  northerly  along  said  Larkin 
street  to  the  point  of  beginning,  shall  be  the  Twelfth  Senatorial  Dis- 
trict, and  shall  elect  two  Senators  and  four  members  of  the  Assembly. 

Thirteenth  Senatorial  and  Assembly  District. 

Sec.  13.  That  part  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
bounded  and  described  as  follows,  to-wit  :  Commencing  at  a  point 
where  the  Point  Lobos  toll-road,  produced  in  a  direct  line  westerly, 
intersects  with  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  running  thence 
easterly  along  said  Point  Lobos  toll-road  to  the  point  of  its  connection 
with  Geary  street ;  thence  along  said  Geary  street  easterly  to  its  inter- 
section with  Larkin  street ;  thence  southerly  along  said  Larkin  street 
to  the  point  of  its  intersection  with  Market  street ;  thence  northeasterly 
along  said  Market  street  to  the  point  where  Eighth  street  intersects 
with  said  Market  street ;  thence  southeasterly  along  said  Eighth  street 
to  its  intersection  with  Channel  street ;  thence  northeasterly  along  said 
Channel  street  to  the  point  of  its  intersection  with  Fourth  street; 
thence  southeasterly  along  said  Fourth  street  to  the  point  of  its  inter- 
section with  the^Bay  of  San  Francisco ;  thence  southerly  along  the  line 
of  the  waters  of  said  bay  to  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  boundary 
line  between  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  and  the  county  of 
San  Mateo  with  the  waters  of  said  bay ;  thence  westerly  along  said 
boundary  line  to  the  point  of  its  intersection  with  the  Pacific  Ocean  ; 
thence  northerly  along  the  line  of  said  ocean  to  the  point  of  beginning, 
shall  be  the  Thirteenth  Senatorial  District,  and  shall  elect  two  Senators 
and  four  members  of  the  Assembly. 


'  Chap.  CCLII. — An  Act  to  regtdate  the  registration  of  voters  and  to 
sectire  the  purity  of  elections  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

[Approved  March  i8, 1878.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  ifi  Senate  and  As- 
sembly, do  enact  as  follows: 

Control  of  Elections  Transferred. 

SECTION  I.  The  conduct,  management,  and  control  of  elections 
and  matters  pertaining  to  elections  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco is  hereby  taken  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  vested  in  a 
Board  of  five  Commissioners,  who  shall  consist  of  the  Mayor,  the 
Auditor,  the  Tax  Collector,  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  and  the 
City  and  County  Surveyor  of  said  city  and  county,  which  Board  is 
hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  charged  with  all  the  duties  as 
to  elections  and  matters  pertaining  to  elections  now  vested  in  said  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  Mayor  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Board 
of  Election  Commissioners,  and  the  Registrar  of  Voters  hereafter  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  ex- officio  Secretary  of  said  Board,  and  shall  give  ad- 
vice and  information  to  said  Board  when  required  by  them  so  to  do. 
Said  Board  shall  meet  and  organize  within  twenty  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  Act,  or  sooner  if  practicable. 

Election  Precincts  Formed. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  shall,  as  soon  after 
each  general  election  as  convenient  (not  to  exceed  ninety  days),  pro- 
ceed to  divide  said  city  and  county  into  election  precincts,  of  which 
there  shall  be  so  many  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  make  the  number  of 
votes  polled  at  any  one  election  precinct  to  be  not  more  than  three 
hundred  nor  less  than  two  hundred,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained; 
provided,  that  the  first  division  of  said  city  and  county  into  precincts 
under  this  Act  shall  be  made  as  speedily  as  the  same  can  be  done  after 
*the  organization  of  said  Board, 
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Registrar — Salary  and  Bond. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  "Registrar  of  Voters"  for  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State 
of  California  from  among  the  citizens  of  said  city  and  county.  His 
salary  shall  be  thirty-six  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  out  of  the 
treasury  of  said  city  and  county  as  other  salaries  are  paid,  and  he  shall 
be  allowed  a  clerk,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  month,  payable  in  the  same  manner,  and  such  other  neces- 
sary clerical  assistance  as  shall  be  found  necessary  to  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  said  office,  to  be  allowed  and  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  of  said  city  and  county.  He  shall  have  a  suit- 
able office  provided  for  him  by  the  said  Board,  and  such  allowance  for 
stationery,  printing,  and  incidental  expenses  as  shall  prove  necessary. 
He  shall  give  an  official  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with 
two  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  County  Judge,  conditioned*  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Registrar. 
Sec.  4.  The  Registrar  of  Voters,  when  appointed  and  qualified, 
shall  be  clothed  with  all  the  powers,  discharge  all  the  duties,  and  be 
liable  to  all  the  obligations  and  official  consequences  now  belonging  to, 
discharged  by,  or  resting  upon  the  County  Clerk  and  Assessor  of  said 
city  and  county,  with  respect  to  the  registration  of  voters  and  other 
matters  pertaining  to  elections  in  said  city  and  county,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Political  Code  of  this  State,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not 
annulled  by  this  Act.  Said  County  Clerk,  upon  demand,  shall  transfer 
and  deliver  to  said  Registrar  the  Great  Register,  as  well  as  other 
registers,  records,  books,  documents,  and  things  belonging  or  in  any, 
wise  appertaining  to  the  registration  of  voters  or  other  election  matters 
in  said  city  and  county,  and  from  thenceforward  said  Clerk  and  Assessor 
shall  ceased  to  be  charged  with  any  registration  or  election  duties,  and 
the  same  shall  rest  upon  and  be  discharged  by  the  Registrar. 

Office  Hours. 
Sec.  5.  Said  Registrar  shall  keep  his  office  open  for  business 
every  day  in  the  year  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted),  from  nine 
o'clock  A.  M.  till  five  o'clock  p.  m.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  admin- 
ister oaths  to  election  officers  and  all  other  persons  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duty. 
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Duty  of  Registrar — Illegal  Registration. 

Sec.  6.  The  Registrar  shall  constantly  inform  himself,  by  examina- 
tion and  inquiry,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  precinct  registers  and  the 
legality  of  the  names  therein,  or  demanding  to  be  placed  thereon,  and 
shall  see  that  none  but  legal  voters  are  registered.  Should  the  Regis- 
trar have  reason  to  believe  that  any  name  or  names  upon  the  precinct 
register  is  improperly  or  illegally  there,  it  shall  be  his  duty  forthwith  to 
send  a  written  or  printed  notice,  by  postal  card  or  otherwise,  to  such 
person,  directing  the  same  to  his  address  as  found  in  the  Directory,  or 
in  case  his  name  is  not  in  the  Directory,  then  to  the  address  of  such 
person  opposite  the  name  on  the  register  of  the  last  preceding  election 
at  which  such  name  was  voted,  requiring  such  person  to  show  cause 
before  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  why  said  Commissioners 
shall  not  cancel  said  name.  If  such  person  fail  for  five  days  to  appear 
and  establish  the  legality  of  such  name  on  the  day  fixed  for  the  hear- 
ing, and  on  the  certificate  of  the  Registrar  that  notice  and  publication 
in  accordance  herewith  has  been  made,  the  Board  shall  inquire  into  the 
case,  and  if  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that  such  name  is 
improperly  upon  the  precinct  register,  then  said  Board  shall  make  and 
enter  an  order  directing  the  Registrar  to  cancel  such  name  or  names. 
But  the  parties  may  appear  before  said  Board  at  the  hearing  and  show 
cause  against  said  order,  and  if  the  Board  finds  them  properly  registered, 
or  entitled  to  registry,  an  order  shall  be  made  accordingly,  which  shall 
be  final.  The  Board  may  designate  any  one  of  the  Commissioners  to 
hear  and  determine  such  matters. 

Death  List — Officers  to  Furnish  Information. 
Sec.  7.  The  Registrar  shall  keep  in  his  office  a  list  of  all  deaths 
occurring  in  said  city  and  county  of  adult  males,  as  well  as  of  the  deaths 
of  such  citizens  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge  who  may  die  elsewhere, 
to  be  alphabetically  arranged  for  convenience  of  reference.  Also,  all 
removals  or  changes  of  residence,  so  far  as  he  can  learn  the  same,  and 
commitments  to  prisons  and  insane  asylums,  with  time  and  place,  as 
well  as  such  other  information  as  shall  be  found  useful  and  within  his 
reach.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Clerks  of  Courts,  Prison-keepers, 
Health  Officers,  and  all  other  public  officers  and  others,  to  furnish  to 
said  Registrar  certified  statements  of  such  official  facts  within  their 
knowledge  necessary  for  him  to  obtain  necessary  or  useful  information 
in  and  about  his  said  duty  on  demand. 
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Appointment  of  Election  Officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  Registrar  of  Voters,  under  and  subject  to  the  rules 
of  the  Board,  must  take  charge  of  the  business  of  placing  the  election 
officers,  and  at  the  last  moment,  when  it  is  too  late  to  call  the  Board 
together  to  fill  vacancies,  may  select  and  appoint  election  officers  for 
safd  purpose.  Should  any  election  officer  fail  to  appear  at  the  opening 
of  any  election,  or  at  any  time  during  the  progress  thereof,  the  officers 
in  attendance  may,  subject  to  such  rules  as  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
shall  provide,  fill  up  the  same  by  appointing  any  competent  citizen: 
Any  person  refusing  to  serve,  when  so  appointed,  shall  be  liable  to  all 
the  pains  and  penalties  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  9.  The  counting  of  votes,  and  all  proceedings  connected 
therewith,  shall  be  in  public,  and  citizens  shall  have  free  ingress  and 
egress  to  and  from  the  place  where  the  same  is  being  done. 

Dufy  of  Voters. 

Sec.  10.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  any  and  all  voters  in  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  persons  holding  ofi^ce  or  employment 
under  the  United  States,  the  State  of  California,  or  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  or  any  of  its  departments,  excepted,  to  serve  as 
Judges,  Inspectors,  and  Clerks,  or  other  officers  of  election,  whenever 
required  to  do  so  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Duty  of  Registrar. 

Sec.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  obtain  from  the 
tax  list  and  register  of  voters  of  said  city  and  county  the  names  of  the 
resident  citizens  of  said  city  and  county  possessing  the  necessary  qual- 
ifications to  act  as  Judges,  Inspectors,  and  Clerks  of  Election,  taking 
care  to  select  persons  of  good  reputation  and  character,  and  have  the 
same  placed  in  a  book  so  as  readily  to  refer  to  the  places  of  residence 
and  the  precinct  in  which  they  vote.  He  shall  take  care  that  said  list 
shows  the  names  and  residences  of  all  taxpayers  who  reside  in  said  city 
and  county,  and  who  are  voters,  and  shall  ascertain,  as  nearly  as  he  can, 
the  capabilities  of  such  voters  to  act  as  election  officers.  If  any  of 
them  are  incompetent  to  serve  by  reason  of  infirmity  and  not  other- 
wise, their  names  may  be  left  off,  but  the  reason  must  be  noted. 
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Power  of  Cofntnissioners. 

I  S.C.  ...  Said  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  shall  select  all 
election  officers  provided  for  by  law  for  said  city  and  county,  and  shall 
appoint  them  to  their  respective  places.  They  sh^ll  have  the  power  to 
make  any  regulations  and  rules  for  the  appointment  or  selections  they 
may  deem  advisable,  so  as  to  secure  integrity,  impartiality  and  capac- 
ity for  the  work  to  be  done  ;  and  if  the  list  furnished  them  by  the  Reg- 
istrar does  not  contain  a  sufficiency  of  names  of  respectable  and  fit  per- 
sons for  election  officers,  they  must  take  measures  to  secure  the  names 
of  proper  persons,  citizens  and  voters  of  said  city  and  county,  and  to 
fill  up  all  appointments  as  herein  provided ;  provided,  that  in  selecting 
election  officers  the  Commissioners  shall  take  care  to  select  as  nearly  as 
possible  an  equal  number  of  persons  of  opposite  political  faith  and 
opinions  to  serve  at  each  precinct. 

s 

Compensation  of  Election   Officers. 

Sec.  13.  Each  election  officer  under  this  Act  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day  while  actually 
engaged  in  said  work  of  receiving  and  counting  votes,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  county  in  the  manner  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  payment  of  such  service,  and  no  more  ;  provided,  that  said 
Board  of  Commissioners  may,  in  their  discretion,  raise  the  compensa- 
tion of  clerks  for  tallying,  writing  and  other  matters  requiring  special 
skill  and  qualifications,  to  such  sum  as  they  shall  find  necessary  to 
secure  such  service,  but  not  to  exceed  six  dollars  per  day  ;  provided, 
that  such  increased  compensation  shall,  under  no  circumstances,  be  al- 
lowed to  any  Judge  or  Inspector  ;  a^id  provided  further,  that  no  person 
holding  any  office  or  employment  under  the  United  States,  the  State  of 
California,  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  or  any  of  its  depart- 
ments, nor  any  candidate  for  office,  or  who  shall  have  been  either 
thereof  within  ninety  days,  shall  be  eligible  to  or  be  allowed  to  serve 
as  an  election  or  registration  officer,  clerk,  or  in  any  manner  whatso- 
ever at  an  election  ;  provided,  that  the  members  of  the  Precinct  Reg- 
istration Boards  shall  receive  for  their  services  while  acting  upon  the 
precinct  registers  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  each,  in  full  for  such  service. 


Notice  of  Appointnieiit. 

Sec.  14.  Each  and  every  person  selected  by  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  shall  be  notified  by  the  Registrar  of  Voters  of  the  fact 
of  his  appointment.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing,  or  printed,  and 
shall  have  printed  thereon  a  copy  of  this  section.  Such  person,  on 
receipt  of  such  notice,  shall  appear  within  the  time  fixed  in  the  notice, 
but  which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  days,  before  the  Registrar  and 
any  two  of  the  Commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  examination,  and  if 
found  qualified  shall,  unless  excused  by  said  Commissioners  by  reason 
of  ill  health  or  other  good  and  sufficient  cause,  be  bound  to  serve  as 
such  officer  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  appointment, 
unless  previously  excused  or  dismissed  by  the  Board,  and  in  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  above-mentioned  requirements,  or 
to  serve  or  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
recoverable  by  civil  action  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the 
name  of  said  city  and  county,  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  for  the  benefit  of  the  Election  Fund.  And  a  failure  on  the 
part  of  any  such  person  to  present  himself  for  examination  and  to  com- 
ply with  any  of  the  requirements  of  this  Act  preliminary  to  receiving 
his  certificate  of  appointment  within  the  time  prescribed,  or  to  attend 
on  the  day  of  any  registration,  or  revision  or  examination  of  registra- 
tion, or  the  day  of  any  election  during  said  term,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause  (the  burden  of  proof  of  which  shall  be 
upon  the  delinquent)-,  shall  be  deemed  a  refusal  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section. 

Registration — How  Done. 

Sec.  15.  The  registration  of  electors  in  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  shall  hereafter  be  done  by  election  or  voting  precincts, 
each  precinct  register  being  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other 
precincts.  The  provisions  of  the  Political  Code  requiring  the  keeping 
of  a  Great  Register  and  ward  registers  shall  no  longer  be  applicable  to 
said  city  and  county.  The  provisions  ot  said  Code  as  to  making  and 
keeping  the  Great  Register  and  as  to  the  ward  registers  and  the  man- 
ner of  entering  the  names  of  electors  therein,  and  the  substance  and 
contents  of  said  entries,  and  the  alterations,  changes,  and  cancellation 
thereof,  as  well  as  the  proceedings  and  proof  to  enable  voters  to  be 
registered  in   said  Great  and  Ward   Registers,  and  all  other  matters 
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relating  thereto,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  in  conflict  or  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  are  hereby  made  apphcable  to  the  pre- 
cinct registers  of  said  city  and  county  authorized  by  this  law.  And  said 
precinct  registers  shall  be  used  at  all  elec^tions  in  like  manner  and  with 
like  effect  that  ward  registers  were  used  before  the  passage  of  this  Act ; 
and  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  election  except  he  be  legally  registered 
upon  the  precinct  register  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  is  a  qualified 
voter. 

Sec.  1 6.  The  registration  of  electors  in  the  precinct  registers  in 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  takp  place  previous  to  each 
general  State  election  as  herein  provided,  and  an  elector  properly 
enrolled  therein,  without  being  again  enrolled,  may  vote  at  the  general 
election  ensuing  his  registration  and  at  all  special  elections  between 
said  general  election  and  the  next  general  election,  but  not  afterwards 
until  re -registered  according  to  law. 

Place  of  Residence  Particularized, 

Sec.  I  7.  In  addition  to  the  matters  required  by  section  one  thou- 
sand and  ninety-six  of  the  Political  Code  to  be  entered  in  the  register, 
the  precinct  registers  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  par- 
ticularize the  place  of  residence  of  each  elector  registered,  by  specifying 
the  name  of  the  street,  avenue,  or  other  location  of  the  dwelling  of  such 
elector,  with  the  number  of  such  dwelling,  if  the  same  has  a  number, 
and  if  not,  then  with  such  description  of  the  place  that  it  can  be  readily 
ascertained  and  identified.  If  the  elector  be  not  the  proprietor  or  head 
of  the  house,  then  it  must  show  that  fact,  and  upon  what  floor  thereof, 
and  what  room  such  elector  occupies  in  such  house  ;  all  of  which  facts 
are  to  be  ascertained  from  such  elector  in  the  manner  required  by  law 
for  proving  the  qualification  of  electors  to  entitle  them  to  be  registered. 
Any  person  making  a  false  oath  with  respect  to  residence,  as  provided 
for  in  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  on  conviction 
punished  accordingly. 

Registrar  to  Keep  Blanks — Registration,  When   Commenced. 

Sec.  18.  A  suf^cient  quantity  of  blanks  for  precinct  registers  for 
all  the  precincts  of  said  city  and  county  shall  be  prepared  by  said  Reg- 
istrar of  Voters  as  soon  as  is  practicable  after  his  entry  upon  office,  and 
as  often  as  required  by  this   Act   thereafter,  and  kept  at   the  office  of 


said  Registrar,  so  that  voters  may  be  registered  upon  application  and 
proper  proof  according  to  law.  Ninety  days  before  each  general  elec- 
tion the  Registrar  shall  commence  the  registration  of  all  voters  entitled 
thereto,  who  apply  with  the  proper  proof.  Such  voters  shall  be  regis- 
tered in  the  precinct  registers  for  the  precinct  where  they  are  entitled 
to  vote,  and  not  otherwises  Such  registration  shall  continue  at  the 
office  of  the  Registrar  until  the  precinct  registers  are  turned  over  to  the 
Board  of  Precinct  Registration,  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  when  it 
shall  cease  at  said  office.  Such  registration  shall  be  made  subject  to 
the  rules  herein  provided  for  the  Board  of  Precinct  Registration. 

Board  of  Precinct  Registratio7i. 

Sec.  19.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Precinct  Registration  in  each 
precinct  of  said  city  and  county,  which  shall  be  constituted  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  :  The  Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  as  soon  as  is 
practicable  after  they  shall  have  divided  the  city  and  county  into  elec- 
tion precincts  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  proceed,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  section  thirteen  hereof,  to  appoint  the  one  original  Inspector 
and  the  two  original  Judges  of  Election  provided  for  in  section  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-two  of  the  Political  Code  tor  each  pre- 
cinct. Said  Inspector  and  Judges  shall  serve  for  one  year,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Commission,  and  in  addition  to  acting  as  election 
officers  at  all  the  elections  during  the  year,  shall  serve  as  precinct  regis- 
tering officers  for  enrolling  the  electors  of  their  respective  precincts  on 
the  precinct  register  thereof.  All  other  election  officers  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  at  such  time  as 
shall  be  necessary  before  the  election. 

Meeting  of  Boards. 

Sec.   20.     Said  Boards  of  Precinct  Registration  shall  meet  in  the 
places  provided  in  their  respective  precincts  for  such  purpose  by  the 
Registrar  of  Voters,  commencing  five  days  (not  counting  Sundays   orj 
legal  holidays)  before  the  day  fixed  by  this  Act  for  the  cessation  of  the 
registration  of  electors  in  said  city  and  county,  and  shall  sit  in  open  ses- 
sion from  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  until  ten  o'clock  p.  m.  of  each  day  until  th( 
day  of  such  cessation  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted),  to  receive 
and  act  upon  applications  for  registration  on  the  part  of  the  voters  of 
said  precinct.     They  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  their   number! 
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{   Chairman.     They  shall  receive  the  apph'cations  for  registration  of  such 
I   male  residents  of  their  several  election  precincts  as  then  are,  or  on  the 
day  of  election  next  following  the  day  of  making  such  application  would 
be,  entitled  to  vote  therein,  and  who  shall  personally  present  them- 
selves, and  such  only. 

Duty  of  Registra7\ 

Sec.  2  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  of  Voters  to  pro- 
vide suitable  places  in  each  precinct  for  the  sessions  of  the  Board  of 
Precinct  Remstration.  He  shall  also  furnish  them  with  blanks,  sta- 
tionery,  and  all  other  matters  and  things  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
conveniently  and  speedily  perform  the  duties  devolving  upon  them 
under  this  Act.  He  shall  also  give  such  Boards  his  assistance  and 
advice  in  organizing  and  conducting  the  registration  of  voters  and  other 
matters  required  of  them  by  law,  and  shall  visit  said  Boards  while  en- 
gaged in  said  duty,  and  see  that  said  proceedings  are  conducted  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  the  registers  made  in  due  form.  He  shall  be  allowed 
free  access  to  the  precinct  registers  at  all  times,  and,  within  such  rea- 
sonable limits  as  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  shall  prescribe, 
the  public  shall  have  access  thereto  in  like  manner. 

Cessation  of  Registration. 

Sec.  2  2.  As  soon  as  the  Board  of  Precinct  Registration  shall  have 
commenced  their  sittings  for  registration  in  the  several  precincts,  as 
herein  provided  for,  registration  at  the  office  of  the  Registrar  shall 
cease,  and  the  precinct  registers  shall  be  turned  over  by  the  Registrar 
to  said  respective  Boards,  who  shall  go  on  with  the  registration  of 
voters  at  the  places  provided  by  law  for  them  in  their  respective  pre- 
cincts until  the  time  provided  by  law  for  registration  to  cease,  when  all 
registration  shall  stop,  except  in  the  cases  specially  provided  for  in 
section  twenty-nine  of  this  Act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Precinct  Registration,  in  addition  to  their  other  duties,  to  carefully 
examine  and  revise  the  names  of  voters  upon  their  several  precinct 
registers,  as  turned  over  to  them  by  the  Registrar,  and  to  ascertain  if 
such  names  are  the  names  of  legal  voters,  properly  on  said  precinct 
register  and  entitled  to  vote  in  said  precinct. 
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Duty  of  Board — Appeal. 

Sec.  23.  The  Board  of  Precinct  Registration  shall  keep  the  sev- 
eral precinct  registers  for  such  time  as  shall  be  necessary,  not  to  exceed 
three  days  after  the  time  for  registration  ceases  according  to  law,  during 
which  time  they  shall  hear  and  determine  applications  for  registration 
in  the  excepted  cases  provided  for  in  section  twenty- nine  of  this  Act. 
They  shall  also  make  diligent  examination  and  inquiry  during  said 
period  as  to  the  right  of  the  re.-pective  voters  who  have  been  registered 
on  said  precinct  register  to  such  registration,  and  shall  in  all  doubtful 
cases  certify  their  doubts,  with  the  reason  thereof,  to  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  for  further  action.  All  persons  who  are  refused 
registration  by  the  Registrar  or  by  the  Precinct  Board  can  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  who  shall  hear  and  d^ermine  the 
same  in  a  summary  manner,  so  as  not  to  delay  the  completion  of  the 
registers. 

Board  to  Certify  Register,  etc. 

Sec.  24.  When  the  Board  of  Precinct  Registration  have  com- 
pleted the  examination  and  inquiry  provided  for  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, they  shall  certify  the  precinct  register,  as  is  hereinafter  provided, 
and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Registrar  of  Voters.  Said  delivery  shall 
be  made  not  later  than  three  full  days  after  the  cessation  of  registration 
as  provided  by  law.  They  shall  at  the  same  time  prepare  and  duly 
certify  a  separate  and  distinct  list,  showing  the  names  of  all  persons 
concerning  whose  right  to  registration  they  are  in  doubt,  together  with 
grounds  or  reasons  for  such  doubt.  Such  list  and  certificate  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Registrar  at  the  same  time  with  the  precinct  register. 
Proper  blanks  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  by  the  Registrar  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  return  of  doubtful  names  on  the  registers,  and 
also  blank  certificates  and  all  other  necessary  things  for  said  purpose. 

Forfn  of  Certificate  of  Register. 

Sec.  25.  The  certificate  to  be  attached  to  the  precinct  register 
shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form,  to  wit :

Doubtful  Persons  Notified. 

Sec.  27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  forthwith  notify 
all  persons  certified  as  doubtful  of  said  fact,  and  to  cite  them  before  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  Act, 
in  cases  where  the  Registrar  has  reason  to  believe  persons  have  been 
improperly  registered,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  to  cita- 
tion and  cancellation  as  provided  for  in  said  section. 
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Register  Subject  to   Certain   Changes. 

Sec.  2  8.  Fifteen  days  before  a  general  election  all  registration  or 
enrollment  of  voters  shall  cease,  and  the  iDrecinct  registers  as  they  stand 
shall  be  the  precinct  registers  for  said  ensuing  election,  and  until  the 
next  general  election,  subject  only  to  changes  in  the  following  cases  : 

I.  All  that  for  any  reason  are  illegally  on  the  precinct  register 
shall  be  canceled. 

II.  An}'  name  that  has  been  once  lawfully  on  the  precinct  regis- 
ter so  as  to  entitle  the  person  to  vote  at  said  ensuing  election,  and 
which  has  been  by  fraud,  mistake,  or  otherwise  improperly  removed  or 
canceled,  may  be  restored,  on  proper  evidence  thereof. 

III.  Any  legal  voter  who  applied  in  time  tor  enrollment  on  a  pre- 
cinct register,  and  through  any  fault  or  neglect  of  the  Registrar,  or; 
Board  of  Precinct  Registration,  or  for  want  of  time  on  th^  last  day,  he 
having  duly  applied  on  said  day,  has  his  name  left  off,  may  have  the 
same  put  on  afterward,  on  showing  that  he  applied  in  time,  and  that  it 
was  through  no  fault  or  neglect  of  his  own  that  it  was  left  oft. 

Enrollment  of  Certain  Persons. 

Any  voter  entitled  to  have  his  name  upon  the  precinct  register 
under  the  terms  of  any  of  the  three  preceding  subdivisions,  and  no 
others,  may  have  the  same  placed  upon  the  supplementary  register  pro- 
vided for  in  the  next  sectio",  within  five  days  from  the  time  herein 
provided  for  the  cessation  of  enrollment  on  the  precinct  register.  Any 
person  who  does  not  so  apply  within  said  time  shall  not  be  enrolled  on 
the  precinct  register  for  said  election  ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  any  lawful  changes,  additions,  and 
supplements  to  said  precinct  registers  after  the  general  election  and 
prior  to  any  special  election  thereafter  to  be  made  under  the  regulations 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  and  to  be  used  at  other 
than  general  elections. 

Printing  of  Registers — Supplemental  List. 

Sec.  29.  As  soon  as  the  Registrar  shall  receive  the  precinct  reg- 
ister from  any  Board  of  Precinct  Registration,  lie  shall  proceed  with  the 
greatest  diligence  to  cause  said  precinct  register  to  be  printed,  and  the 
same  shall  be  printed  and  copies  of  them  posted  in  his  office  for  public 
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inspection  within  three  days.  He  shall  also  proceed  by  means  of  clerks 
and  other  assistants,  to  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners, to  ascertain  by  inquiry  and  examination  the  correctness  of  said 
precinct  registers,  and  to  cancel  all  names  not  legally  thereon,  and  shall 
prepare  a  supplemental  list  for  each  precinct  showing  the  cancellations 
and  additions  to  the  regular  list  made  after  the  publication  of  the  same, 
which  supplemental  list  shall  be  printed  and  posted  in  like  manner  five 
days  before  the  election,  after  which  no  changes  shall  be  made  ;  pro- 
vided, that  all  cancellations  and  additions  to  the  registers  made  by  the 
Registrar  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners.  In  printing  precinct  registers  each  letter  of  the  alpha- 
1  bet  shall  be  commenced  upon  a  new  or  separate  page,  and  blank  pages 
to  a  sufficient  and  proper  number  shall  be  left  with  printed  headings 
:  only  so  as  to  allow  for  such  additional  names  as  are  authorized  b\'  law 
j  to  be  written  in  by  the  Registrar  supplementary  to  the  printed  names. 

Notice  of  Expii'atioii  of  Enrollment . 

Sec.  30.  Not  less  than  ten  days  before  the  day  for  fhe  sitting  of 
the  Boards  of  Precinct  Registration,  the  Registrar  shall  cause  an  adver- 
tisement to  be  printed  for  ten  consecutive  days  in  three  daily  morning 
and  three  daily  evening  (including  the  official  paper)  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  said  city  and  county,  giving  notice  to  the  voters  of  said  city 
and  county,  that  the  time  for  the  enrollment  of  voters  on  the  precinct 
registers  will  expire  on  a  certain  day,  naming  the  day,  fixed  in  this  Act 
for  the  last  day  of  registration,  and  inviting  them  to  present  themselves 
for  registration  at  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  said  Boards,  which  shall 
be  named,  within  the  time,  under  penalty  of  being  debarred  the  priv- 
ilege of  voting  at  such  election.  Such  notice  shall  specify  the  day 
upon  which  the  precinct  registration  by  the  Board  of  Precinct  Regis- 
tration shall  commence,  and  also  the  day  upon  which  it  is  to  end. 

Renewal  of  Registratio?i — Poiver  of  Board. 

Sec.  31.  Any  elector  who  has  been  legally  registered  in  the  pre- 
cinct register,  provided  'he  has  not  changed  his  residence  or  otherwise 
lost  his  right  to  vote  in  his  precinct,  shall  not  be  required  to  renew  such 
registration  until  the  making  up  as  herein  provided  of  the  precinct  reg- 
ister for  the  next  ensuine  general  election,  after  rhe  election  lor  which 
such  registration  was  made,  but  may  vote  in  such  precinct  at  any  elec- 
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tion  taking  place  before  such  general  election.  The  precinct  registers 
shall  be  printed  in  sufficient  numbers  to  allow  for  their  being  used  at 
all  the  elections  likely  to  occur  before  the  next  general  election  after 
the  one  then  for  which  the  registration  is  made,  and  all  necessary 
changes  or  additional  names  shall  be  noted  upon  the  register  for  each 
special  election  thereafter,  or  added  in  supplements  thereto,  conforma- 
tory  so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable  to  the  provisions  of  the  law  govern- 
mcr  the  makino-  of  the  ofeneral  election  reeister.  The  Board  of  Elec- 
tion  Commissioners  are  hereby  empowered  to  make  rules  governing 
such  supplemental  registration  for  special  elections.  The  Board  is  also 
empowered  to  provide  for  and  regulate  all  special  elections  occurring 
before  the  making  of  the  first  set  of  precinct  registers  under  this  Act, 
and  for  such  elections  the  ward  registers  shall  be  used  in  the  precincts, 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners shall  establish. 

Registrar  to  Procure  Rooms,  Etc. 

Sec.  32.  The  Registrar  of  Voters  shall  procure  rooms  or  places 
both  for  the  sittino-  of  the  Board  of  Precinct  Reofistration  as  well  as  for 
polling  places,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners both  as  to  location  and  cost. 

Sec.  33*  All  provisions  for  carrying  out  the  registration  and  elec- 
tion laws  in  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  made  by 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  and  demands  on  the  treasury 
authorized  or  allowed  by  them  for  such  purposes  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  authorized  or  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec  34.  All  of  the  provisions  of  the  Political  Code  touching  the 
registration  and  qualification  of  voters  and  the  method  of  calling,  hold- 
ing, and  conducting  elections  in  force  in  said  city  and  county  at  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  shall  continue  in  force  therein,  so  far  as  they  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.   35.     This  Act  takes  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

Election  Proclamation. 

Election  Proclamations  by  the  Governor, 

[As  amended  April  i6,   1880.] 

Sec.  1053.  At  least  thirty  days  before  a  general  election,  and 
whenever  he  orders  a  special  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
State  Senator  or  member  of  Assembly,  at  least  ten  days  before  such 
special  election  the  Governor  must  issue  an  election  proclamation, 
under  his  hand  and  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State,  and  transmit  copies 
thereof  to  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  counties  in  which  such 
elections  are  to  be  held. 

Governor  s  Proclaination —  What  to  Contain. 

Sec.   1054.     Such  proclamation  must  contain: 

1,  A  statement  of  the  time  of  election  and  of  the  offices  to  be 
filled. 

2.  An  offer  of  rewards  in  the  following  form  : 

"And  I  do  hereby  offer  a  reward  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  any  and  every  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Title  IV,  Part  i,  of  the  Penal  Code  ;  such  rewards  to  be 
paid  until  the  total  amount  hereafter  expended  for  the  purpose  reaches 
the  sum  often  thousand  dollars."     (See  Sec.  41,  Penal  Code.) 

Supervisors  May  Publish  Proclamation,  Etc. 

[As  amended  April  i6,   1880.] 

Sec.  1055.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  upon  the  receipt  of  such 
proclamation  may,  in  case  of  general  or  special  elections,  cause  a  copy 
of  the  same  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county, 
if  any,  and  to  be  posted  at  each  place  of  election  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  election,  and  in  case  of  special  elections  to  fill  a  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  State  Senator  or  member  of  Assembly,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  upon  receipt  of  such  proclamation,  may,  in  their  discretion, 
cause  a  copy  of  the  same  to  be  published  or  posted  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  except  that  such  publication  or  posting  need  not  be  made  for 
a  longer  period  than  five  days  before  such  election.

and  whose  name  shall  be  enrolled  on  the  Great  Register  of  such 
county,  shall  be  a  qualified  elector  thereof.

1.  No  precinct  must  be  established  so  as  to  embrace  more  than 
one  township,  nor  in  such  manner  that  its  exterior  limits  cross  the  ex- 
terior boundaries  of  any  township,  incorporated  town  or  city,  or  any 
ward,  district,  or  other  territorial  subdivision,  for  which  local  officers  are 
to  be  elected,  except  a  school  or  road  district. 

2.  No  precinct  must  be  established,  nor  must  the  boundaries  of 
one  already  established  be  altered,  within  thirty  days  next  preceding  a 
general  or  special  election. 

Board  to  Designate   Place  in   Precinct  for  Holding   Elections,   and 

Offices  to  be  Filled. 

[As  Amended  March  30,   1874.] 

Sec.  1 1 3 1 .  The  *  Board  must,  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  an 
election,  issue  its  order  appointing  Boards  of  Election,  designating  the 
house  or  place  within  the  precinct  where  the  election  must  be  held,  and 
the  offices  to  be  filled,  naming  and  numbering  in  numerical  order,  com- 
mencing with  number  one,  the  offices  to  be  filled,  unexpired  terms 
being  lastly  designated. 

If  Board  Fail  to  Designate,  Justice  of  the  Peace  May  Designate. 

[As  Amended  March  30,  1S74.] 

Sec.  1 1 32.  If  the  Board  fail  to  designate  the  house  or  place  for 
holding  the  election,  or  if  it  cannot  be  held  at  the  house  or  place  desig- 
nated, the  Justices  of  the  Peace  residing  in  the  precinct  must  meet  two 
days  before  the  election,  and  by  an  order,  under  their  hand   (copies  of:

CHAPTER  V. 

Boards  of  Election — How  Appointed.

When  an  election  is  ordered,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors must  appoint  for  each  precinct,  from  the  electors  thereof,  one 
Inspector  and  two  Judges,  who  constitute  a  Board  of  Election  for  such 
precinct ;  and  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  also,  prior  to  the  election  day,  appoint  for  each  pre- 
cinct, from  the  electors  thereof,  an  additional  Inspector  and  two  addi- 
tional Judges,  who,  with  the  original  Inspector  and  Judges,  shall  can- 
vass the  votes  for  such  precinct,  and  who  must  be  present  at  the  closing 
of  the  polls,  otherwise  the  Board  of  Election  must  appoint  the  addi- 
tional Inspector  and  Judges,  or  supply  the  place  of  an  absent  member 
thereof.  The  original  and  additional  Inspectors  and  Judges  shall 
thenceforth  constitute  the  Board  of  Election,  the  members  relieving 
each  other  in  the  duties  of  canvass  ng  the  ballots,  which  may  be  con- 
cfccted  by  at  least  half  of  the  whole  number ;  but  the  final  certificates 
shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  whole. 

Judges  not  to  be  of  same  Political  Party. 

Sec.  1 143.  The  Judges  appointed  must  not  be  members  of  the 
same  political  party. 

Organization  of  Boards  and  General  Powers  of  Inspectors. 

Sec.  I  I45.t  The  Inspector  is  Chairman  of  the  Election  Board,  and 
may  :

Boards  to  Post   Copies  of   Great  Register  and   Ward  Register.

Sec.  1 149*.  Before  opening  the  polls  the  Board  must  post,  in 
some  separate  convenient  places,  easy  of  access,  not  less  than  four 
printed  copies  of  the  Great  Register  of  the  county,  as  last  printed, 
except  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  wherein  not  less  than 
four  printed  copies  of  the  Register  of  the  Ward  shall  be  so  posted. 

Copies  Not  to  Be   Torn  or  Defaced. 

Sec.  1 150.  The  copies  so  posted  must  be  maintained  during  the 
whole  time  of  voting,  and  must  not  in  any  manner  be  torn  or  defaced. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Time  of  Opening  and  Closijig  Polls.

Sec.  1 1 60.  The  polls  must  be  opened  at  one  hour  after  sunrise  on 
the  morning  of  the  election,  and  must  be  kept  open  until  sunset,  when

Ballot  Box  to  be  Exhibited. 

Sec.  1162.  Before  receiving  any  ballots,  the  Board  must,  in  the 
presence  of  any  persons  assembled  at  the  polling  place,  open  and 
exhibit  and  close  the  ballot  box  ;  and  thereafter  it  must  not  be  removed 
from  the  polling  place  or  presence  of  the  bystanders  until  all  the  ballots 
are  counted,  nor  must  it  be  opened  until  after  the  polls  are  finally  closed. 

Procla77tation  at  Ope7iing  the  Polls. 

Sec.  1 163.  Before  the  Board  receive  any  ballots,  they  must  cause 
it  to  be  proclaimed  aloud  at  the  place  of  election  that  the  polls  are  open. 

Proclamation  at  Closing  the  Polls. 

Sec.  1 1 64.  When  the  polls  are  closed,  that  fact  must  be  pro- 
claimed aloud  at  the  place  of  election  ;  and  after  such  proclamation  no 
ballots  must  be  received. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

Election  Tickets  and  Ballots. 
Ticket  Defined. 

Sec.  1 185.  A  ticket  is  a  paper  upon  which  is  written  or  printed 
the  names  of  the  persons  for  whom  the  elector  intends  to  vote,  with  a 
designation  of  the  office  to  which  each  person  so  named  is  intended  by 
him  to  be  chosen. 

Ballot  Defined. 

Sec.  1 186.  A  ballot  is  a  ticket  folded  in  such  a  manner  that  noth- 
ing written  or  printed  thereon  can  be  seen. 

Tickets  Must  be  Uniform. 

Sec.  1 187.  Every  ticket  must  bei>of  paper  uniform  in  size,  color, 
weight,  texture  and  appearance. 
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Secretary  of  State  to  Keep  Paper  for  Tickets. 

Sec.  1 1 88.  The  Secretary  of  State  must  provide  and  keep  con- 
stantly on  hand  a  sufficient  quantity  of  paper,  uniform  in  color,  weight, 
texture,  and  appearance,  without  marks  of  any  kind  thereon,  to  supply 
the  demand  for  paper  for  tickets. 

Must  Siipply  Stick  Paper  to  Any  Person  on  Application. 

Sec.  1 1 89.  He  must,  upon  payment  for  the  cost  thereof  and  ten 
per  cent,  profit,  furnish  such  paper  t3  every  person  who  may  apply 
therefor,  and  who  makes  and  files  with  him  an  affidavit  that  such  paper 
is  to  be  used  in  providing  tickets  to  be  used  as  ballots  at  any  election 
next  to  ensue. 

Form  of  Ballot  and  How  Printed. 

[As  Amended  March  30,   1S74.] 

Sec.  1 191.  No  ticket  must  be  used  at  any  election,  or  circulated 
on  the  day  of  election,  unless  : 

1.  It  is  written  or  printed  on  paper  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  or  upon  paper  in  every  respect  precisely  like  such  paper. 

2.  It  is  five  inches  in  width,  or  within  one-fourth  of  an  inch  of  such 
width.  If  not  more  than  fifty  offices  are  designated  to  be  filled,  it  is 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  within  one- half  an  inch  of  such  leag::h.  If 
more  than  fifty  offices  and  not  more  than  eighty  offices  are  designated 
to  be  filled,  it  is  eiofhteen  inches  in  lenofth,  or  within  one-half  of  an  inch 
of  such  length.  If  more  than  eighty  offices  are  designated  to  be  filled, 
it  is  twenty-four  inches  in  length,  or  within  one- half  of  an  inch  of  such 
length. 

3.  If  printed,  the  names  of.tiie  persons  voted  for  and  the  offices 
designated,  are  printed  in  black  ink  and  in  long  primer  capitals — the 
names  of  the  offices  in  small  capitals  and  of  the  persons  in  large  capitals, 
and  both  without  spaces,  except  between  the  different  words  or  initials 
in  each  line  and  between  the  numbers  and  initials. 

4.  If  printed,  the  same  margin  is  left  above  the  printed  matter  as 
below  it. 

5.  If  printed,  the  lines  are  straight  and  the  matter  double  leaded 
with  six-to-pica  leads.  The  word  "  For"  comprises  the  top  line,  the 
margins  both  sides  of  it  being  ^ual  in  size.  Tlie  line  after  the  top  one 
commences    with    the    figuie    "  i ;"  then  follows    immediately  on    the 
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same  line  the  name  of  the  first  office  designated  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  its  order,  issued  under  Section  1 1 3 1  ;  and  lastly,  on  the  same 
line,  the  name  of  the  person  voted  for.  Each  subsequent  line  com- 
mences with  the  figure  next  in  numerical  order,  and  such  number  is  in 
like  manner  immediately  followed  by  the  name  of  the  office  designated 
and  the  person  voted  for,  so  that  the  offices  shall  appear  upon  the 
ticket  in  the  order  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  be  num- 
bered in  numerical  order,  commencing  with  the  number  one.

3.  A  person  must  not  be  held  by  reason  of  having  moved  from 
one  precinct  to  another,  in  the  same  county,  within  thirty  days  prior  to 
the  election,  to  have  lost  his  residence  in  the  precinct  so  moved  from, 
provided  he  was  an  elector  therein  on  the  thirtieth  day  prior  to  such 
election. 

4.  A  person  must  not  be  considered  to  have  lost  his  residence 
who  leaves  his  home  to  go  into  another  State,  or  precinct  in  this  State, 
for  temporary  purposes  merely,  with  the  intention  of  returning ; 

5.  A  person  must  not  be  considered  to  have  gained  a  residence 
in  any  precinct  into  which  he  comes  for  temporary  purposes  merely, 
without  the  intention  of  making  such  precinct  his  home  ; 

6.  If  a  person  removes  to  another  State  with  the  intention  of 
making  it  his  residence,  he  loses  his  residence  in  this  State  ; 

7.  If  a  person  remove  to  another  State  with  the  intention  of  re- 
maining there  for  an  indefinite  time,  and  as  a  place  of  present  residence, 
he  loses  his  residence  in  this  State,  notwithstanding  he  entertains  an 
intention  of  returning  at  some  future  period ; 

ySee  Section  1357. 
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8.  The  place  where  a  man's  family  resides  must  be  held  to  be  his 
residence;  but  if  it  be  a  place  of  temporary  establishment  for  his 
family,  or  for  transient  objects,  it  is  otherwise ; 

9.  If  a  man  have  a  family  fixed  in  one  place,  and  he  does  business 
in  another,  the  former  must  be  considered  his  place  of  residence  ;  but 
any  man  having  a  family,  and  who  has  taken  up  his  abode  with  the  in- 
tention of  remaining,  and  whose  family  does  not  so  reside  with  him, 
must  be  regarded  as  a  resident  where  he  has  so  taken  up  his  abode  ; 

10.  The  mere  intention  to  acquire  a  new  residence,  without  the 
fact  of  removal,  avails  nothing  ;  neither  does  the  fact  of  removal,  with- 
out the  intention.

Term  of  Residence,  how  Computed.

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CHAPTER  X. 

Canvassing  and  Returning  the  Vote. 

Canvass  to  be  Public  and  Without  Adjournment.

The  canvass  must  be  public,  in  the  presence  of  bystanders,  and  must  be 
continued  without  adjournment  until  completed  and  the  result  thereof 
is  declared.

Sec.  1253.11  The  canvass  must  be  commenced  by  taking  out  of 
the  box  the  ballots  unopened  (except,  so  far  as  to  ascertain  whether 
each  ballot  is  single),  and  counting  the  same  to  ascertain  whether  the 
number  of  ballots  corresponds  with  the  number  of  names  on  the  list  of 
voters  kept  by  the  Clerks.  In  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  at 
the  closing  of  the  polls,  the  Inspector  must  administer  to  the  additional 
members  of  the  Board  of  Canvassers,  the  oath  prescribed  in  Section  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  likewise  to  two  Clerks  ap- 
pointed by  such  additional  members.  He  must  then  proceed  to  take 
out  of  the  box  the  ballots,  unopened,  one  at  a  time,  numbering  them 
on  the  backs  in  numerical  order,  commencing  with  number  one,  and 
writing  with  ink  the  initials  of  his  own  name  upon  the  back  of  each 
ballot  as  taken  out.  He  shall  pass  each  ballot,  as  soon  as  thus  indorsed, 
j  to  the  additional  Inspector,  who  must,  in  like  manner,  write  thereon 
I  the  initials  of  his  own  name,  so  that  each  ballot  can  be  subsequently 
identified  by  either  or  both  such  Inspectors. 

1  Double  Ballots,  How  Disposed  of. 

[As  Amended  March  30,  1874.] 

Sec.  1254.11  If  two  or  more  separate  ballots  are  found  so  folded 
together  as  to  present  the  appearance  of  a  single  ballot,  they  must  be 
laid  aside  until  the  count  of  the  ballots  is  completed ;  then,  if  upon  a 
comparison  of  the  count  with  the  number  of  names  of  electors  on  the 
lists  which  have  been  kept  by  the  Clerks,  it  appears  that  the  two  bal- 
lots thus  folded  together  were  cast  by  one  elector,  they  must  be 
rejected.

Excess  of  Ballots,  How  Disposed  of.

Power  of  Political  Committees — Size  of  Vig7iette — Length  of  Tickets. 

Section,  r.  It  shall  hereafter  be  lawful  for  the  State  Central  or 
other  managing  committee  of  any  political  party  having  a  State  organi- 
zation, and  for  the  city  or  county  or  other  managing  committee  of  any 
municipal  or  local  party,  before  each  election  in  this  State,  to  prepare 
and  adopt,  by  engraving  or  otherwise,  a  ticket  vignette,  or  heading, 
with  an  appropriate  inscription,  to  be  printed  at  the  top  of  the  ticket 
of  the  party,  on  the  inside  thereof,  as  a  distinctive  and  characteristic 
heading  thereto.  Such  vignette  shall  not  be  more  than  two  inches  high 
by  four  and  a  half  inches  wide,  and  in  addition  to  the  device  adopted, 
shall  set  forth  legibly  the  fact  that  the  ticket  is  the  regular  ticket  of  the 
party,-  with  the  name  thereof.  It  shall  also  show  the  district,  ward,  or 
precinct  where  such  ticket  may  be  lawfully  voted.  Said  vignette  and 
inscription  shall  stand  at  the  head  of  the  ticket,  on  the  inside  thereof, 
and  be  followed  within  a  space  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  an  inch,  by 
the  word  *'For"  on  the  first  line  thereof,  and  the  names  of  candidates 
and  offices  shall  then  be  printed  below  in  the  order  and  manner  pro- 
vided for  in  section  eleven  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  Political 
Code.  The  length  of  the  tickets  to  be  used  at  elections  in  this  State 
hereafter  shall,  in  case  the  length  of  tickets  now  allowed  by  law  is 
insufficient  to  permit  of  the  printing  of  such  vignette,  or  heading,  and 
have  sufficient  margin  at  the  top  and  bottom,  and  not  otherwise,  be 
increased  two  inches  in  addition  to  the  length  prescribed  by  section  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  Political  Code,  in  order  to 
allow  space  lor  said  vignette  and  inscription.

The    People  of  the  State  of    California,   represeiited   in    Senate    and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Election  Expenses,  Hoiv  Raised. 

Sec.  I.  All  payments  and  contributions  of  money  for  election 
expenses,  made  by  candidates  for  office  in  this  State,  shall  hereafter  be 
assessed  and  made  by  such  candidates  by  voluntary  assessment  among- 
themselves,  and  not  otherwise,  and  at  meetings  to  be  called  for  such 
purpose,  at  which  meetings  none  but  candidates  for  office  at  the  next 
ensuing  election  shall  be  present  or  participate. 

Misdemeanor. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  being  a  candidate  for  office  in  this  State,  who 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  pay,  or  knowingly  cause  to  be  paid,  any 
money  or  other  valuable  thing  to  any  person,  as  an  assessment  or  con- 
tribution for  the  expenses  of  the  election  at  which  such  person  or  can- 
didate is  to  be  voted  for,  except  the  contribution  or  assessment  so 
agreed  upon  by  such  meeting  of  candidates,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  punished  accordingly. 

Certain  Acts  Declared  U^ilawful. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  committee,  convention,  or 
other  association,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  a  candidate  or 
candidates  for  office  in  this  State,  to  levy,  assess,  collect,  demand,  or 
receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  from 
any  candidate  or  candidates  nominated  for  office  by  such  committee, 
convention,  or  other  association,  either  for  the  expense  of  printing  or 
distributing  tickets,  or  for  any  of  the  expenses  of*  the  election  of  such 
candidate  or  candidates,  or  as  or  for  the  expense  of  such  nominating 
convention,  committee,  or  other  association,  or  under  or  upon  any 
pretense  whatsoever. 
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Misdemeanor. 

Sec.  4.  Any  officer  or  member  of  any  such  committee,  conven- 
tion, or  association,  or  other  person,  who  shall  vote  for,  aid,  authorize, 
assist,  or  consent  to  any  such  levy,  assessment,  or  collection  from  any 
candidate  or  candidates,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction,  punished  accordingly. 

Same. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  demand,  ask  for,  collect  or  receive, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  from 
any  candidate  or  candidates  for  office  in  this  State,  on  the  ground  that 
such  money  or  other  valuable  thing  has  been  assessed  to  such  candi- 
date or  candidates,  or  asked  for,  demanded,  or  required  by  any  person, 
nominating  convention,  committee,  or  other  political  association,  as  or 
for  the  costs  of  printing  or  distributing  tickets,  or  for  the  payment  of 
election  expenses  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  or  as  or  for  the 
expenses  of  such  nominating  committee,  convention,  or  association, 
shall,  for  each  offense,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction shall  be  punished  accordingly;  but  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  candidates  at  any  election  from  assembling  together 
and  voluntarily  assessing  themselves  for  any  expenses  authorized  by 
law  for  the  common  good  of  the  ticket,  and  to  collect  and  disburse  the 
same  by  agents  appointed  for  such  purpose. 

MisdeTueanor . 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  voluntarily  and  unsolicited  offer  to 
work  for  and  assist,  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever  contribute  to  the  nomi- 
nation or  election  of  any  candidate  or  other  person  to  any  office  in  this 
State,  for  the  purpose  and  with  the  intent  to  have  such  candidate  or 
person  pay  for,  or  in  any  manner  compensate  such  person  so  offering 
for  such  work  or  services,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  7.  This  Act  shall  apply  only  to  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco. 

Sec.  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

Sec.  48.11  Every  officer  or  Clerk  of  Election  who  aids  in  changing 
or  destroying  any  poll  list,  or  in  placing  any  ballots  in  the  ballot-box, 
or  in  taking  any  therefrom,  or  adds,  or  attempts  to  add,  any  ballots  to 
those  legally  polled  at  such  election,  either  by  fraudulently  introducing

Sec.  6r.||  Every  person  who  willfully  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  elections  is,  unless  a  different  pun- 
ishment for  such  violation  is  prescribed  by  this  Code,  punishable  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
State  Prison  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  both.

Sec.  62.  Every  person  who  prints  any  ticket  not  in  conformity 
with  section  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  Political 
Code,  or  who  circulates  or  gives  to  another  any  ticket,  knowing  at  the 
time  that  such  ticket  does  not  conform  to  the  provisions  of  section  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  Political  Code,  is  guilty  of 
a  misdenieanor. 

Sale,   Donation,  or   Furnishing  of  Pdoxicating    Liquors  on  Election 

Days  Prohibited. 

Sec.  I  .f  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  keeping 
a  public  house,  saloon,  or  drinking  place,  either  Hcensed  or  unlicensed, 
to  sell,  give  away,  or  furnish  spirituous,  or  malt  liquors,  wine,  or  any 
other  intoxicating  beverages,  on  any  part  of  any  day  set  apart,  or  to  be 
set  apart,  for  any  general  or  special  election,  by  the  citizens  in  any 
election  district  or  precinct  in  any  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  where 
an  election  is  in  progress,  during  the  hours  when  by  law  in  said  district 
or  precinct  the  election  polls  are  required  to  be  kept  open. 

Penalty. 

Sec.  i:\  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
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
